WASHINGTON.—A general order | 
which will define the status of Cana- 
lians who are in the United States 
illegally will be issued by the Depart- 
ment of Immigration within a few 
days. It will make it as easy as pos- 
sible for Canadian who came into this 
country ,before the present immigra- 
tion laws came into effect to clear up 
any irregularities in their entry, 

Thousands of Canadians are living 
in this country whose status is 
dubious under the law, but in most 
cases they will be required only to 
return to the nearest border point, 
enter the country legally pay 
their head tax and visa fees, In- 
cluding the Canadian visa fee, the 
sum involved is about $23, This ap-

The farming world of Canada this 
last year. has been filled with discus 
sions in regard to practically every- 
thing that enters into production, 
transportation, processing and delivery 
of Canadian grains- on the world’s 
markets. 

One important factor has come out 
of it all, and is not disputed, which 
is that Canada is in serious danger ot 
losing her hardly won reputation for 
hard red spring wheat. 

There is no disputing that if ¢ 
reputation were to be lost it would 
be a catastrophe for the farmers of 
Canada, because it would mean at the 
outset that Canadian wheat would have 
to come into competition, on an equal 
basis, which it seldom has had to do 
up to the present, with the enormous 
quantities of hitherto regarded as in- 
ferior wheats from other wheat-export 
ing countries, Most certainly. Most| 
certainly this would mean not only 
lower prices but a higher marketing 
cost as well because it would be more 
difficult to sell due to less eager de- 
mand. 

Apparently the whert jraisers of 
Canada too long have regarded them. 
selves as occupying a preferred post- 
tion and have really come seriously 
to think that the person who buys 
their wheat should be satisfied with 
exactly what the Canadian farmer 
wishes to supply them with and 
should, in fact, regard himself as more 
or less of a lucky person to get this 
wheat at all.

Without recounting the many factorg 
that go to make up all these unneces- 
sary grades it is sufficient to state 
that a great number of them are caus- 
ed by the mixing of different varieties. 
Therefore no small number of this 
great mass of unnecessary grades can 
be eliminated by the farmer himself 
this coming year if he will determine 
to seed only seed that ig pure, clean, 
reasonably true to variety and the 
right variety for his district. 

Not only will the crops produced 
from such seed mature more evenly 
than scrub seed, not only will they 
give a higher yield because of the 
careful selective breeding work behind 
them, but in addition they will give 
a higher grade because of the trueness 
to variety, 

This last year, for instance, because 
of the frost, was a very hard year for 
all wheat excepting the early varieties. 
Yet it was noted by skilled profes- 
sional observers that whenever good 
true to variety seeds had been seeded, 
particularly registered seed, even with 
the later varieties, that the resulting 
crop was less harmed by frost and 
so commanded a much higher grade

The air is full of co-operation 
these days, but the farmer must not 
forget that only a small step in co 
operation has been accomplished by 
cooperating together to put in an 
agency to market crops. True co- 
operation means that the farmer him- 
self in turn will do everything within 
his power to co-operate, not only with | 
his marketing agency, but also wit: | 
the purchaser of his products. Both of 
these men actually mean the same 
thing, producing as near as possible 
the kind of product the customer de 
mands and in such shape as he re. 
quires, 

As far as the wheat industry is con- 
cerned, this simply means that crops 
will be preduced which are as clean 
as possible and as true to variety as 
possible and of that variety whfch is 
most acceptable to the world’s pur- 
chaser, which as far as the bulk of 
Alberta wheat Is concerned means 
hard red spring wNeat of high milling 
value, 

To secure these kind of crops it is 
necessary for the first step to sow | 
seed of the right variety and which 
will contain practically no weed seeds 
nor other kinds of grain, and which 
will be of strong vitality and germina. 
tion, 

If the bulk of Western Canadian 


wheat growers would do this very | 
simple thing there would never be 
the slightest danger of Canadian 


wheat losing the fine premium over 
all other wheats which it has enjoyed 
in the past and should commmand in 
the future. Incidentally, too, the work 
of those who market this wheat will 
be easier and carried on more cheaply 
There is no money spent by the 
farmer which will bring him in such 
big profits as that spent in securing 
good, clean seed.

Officials of western pools in making 
this announcement, point out that at 
the world wheat pool conference last 
summer at Regina, all pledged them- 
selves not to enter into any combina- 
tion to control prices. This was at 
the urgent representation of British 
and European buying houses, On that 
understanding the Europeans agreed 
not to consider retaliatory or self 
protective measures of mass produc- 
tion at home or in their colonies, 

Winnipeg pool officials doubt very 
much the capacity of such a Canada- 
U.S. combination to control prices 
when they control only 80 per cent. of 
production, They point out that the 
history of the rubber trade will be 
repeated in which non-participating 
countries reaped the cream of high 
prices and enhanced production, 


The proposal was advanced by J. 
W. Brinton, of Lincoln, Nebraska, be- 


fore the United States senate agricul- 
tural committee at Washington. Mr. 
Brinton’s proposal was to “stabilize 
the prize” which means to enhance 
the price in the view of Canadian 
pool officials, and is therefore a direct 
violation of the pool agreement not to 
attempt such a course,
